Citrus growers should remove a 


-the dead wood from their trees du 
Ing the winter season. This is the bes 
season of the year for pruning as th 
trees are more nearly dormant tha 
at any other tinte, and if possible 
•pruning should be done in this seaso 
if the best results are to be expected 
says the University of Florida exper 
ment station. This is specially tru 
when the trees contain any amount o 
-dead branches or weak growth. Thi 
'dead 
wood 
harbors 
the melanos 


fungus and it should be removed from 
the trees and destroyed before th< 
mew spring growth and fruit appear. 


A great many trees are suffering 


from attacks of withertip this season 
"which is directly responsible for a 
large amount of dead wood in them 
•and all trees in this condition shouU 
"be thoroughly pruned as soon as pos 
sible. This will prevent a continua 
tion of withertip in the spring 
and 


will remove an active source from 
-which melanose may spread at a later 
•date. 


Prunings and drop fruits in the 


grove should be taken care of, either 
curled so they will not be brought to 
"the surface when cultivating or re- 
moved from the grove and burned. 
In groves where melanose has been 
-severe the' past season the trees 
should be thoroughly pruned at this 
time and a thorough application of 
bordeaux mixture 
made before the 


Tiew growth comes out m the spring. 
'This will serve as a clean up spray. 


In pruning, 
clean, 
smooth 
cuts 


•should be made, back into live wood, 
:aad no projecting stubs left. Where 
large cut surfaces are exposed, they 
should be painted over with some an- 
tisepjic, such as white lead paint, or 
:pine tar. 


Eemember that a tree not pruned 


•enough is in worse condition tLan 
•one pruned too much.

Citrus growers should remove all 


-the dead wood from their trees dur- 
ing the winter season. This is the best 
season of the year for pruning as the 
trees are more nearly dormant than 
at any other time, and if possible, 
•pruning should be done in this season 
if the best results are to be expected, 
says the University of Florida experi- 
ment station. This is specially true 
•when the trees contain any amount of 
tlead branches or weak growth. This 
-dead 
wood 
harbors 
the melanose 


fungus and it should be removed from 
the trees and destroyed before the 
mew spring growth and fruit appear. 


A great many trees are suffering 


from attacks of withertip this season, 
"which is directly responsible for a 
large amount of dead wood in them, 
•and all trees in this condition should 
"he thoroughly pruned as soon as pos- 
sible. This -will prevent a continua- 
tion of withertip in the spring 
and 


will remove an active source from 
-which melanose may spread at a later 
•date. 


Prunings and drop fruits in the 


grove should be taken care of, either 
turied so they will not be brought to 
"the surface when cultivating or re- 
moved from the grove and burned. 
In groves where melanose has been 
-severe the' past season the trees 
should be thoroughly pruned at this 
time and a thorough application of 
bordeaux mixture 
made before the 


Tiew growth comes out in the spring. 
'This will serve as a clean up spray. 


In pruning, 
clean, 
smooth

•should be made, back into live wood, 
:and no projecting stubs left. Where 
large cut surfaces are exposed, they 
should be painted over with some an- 
tisepjic, such as white lead paint, or 
Jinetar.

NEW REGULATIONS 


FOR BARBER SHOPS 


Under new regulations just adopted 


by the state board of health, which 
affect local barber shops as well as 
all others In the state, every shop 
will be placed on a strictly sanitary 
basis. 


Among other things the 
rulings 


eliminate the use of styptic" pencils, 
finger bowls and powder puffs, and 
forbid the employment of any person 
with an infectious or contagious di- 
sease. Each shop must be supplied 
with hot and cold water, and where 
a tank is used no towels or utensils 
must be dipped in the tank. 


Fresh towels must be used for each 


patron, and all instruments must be 
sterilized after being used on a sick 
person or a person with an eruption 
on his face. 
No shop may be used 


for a sleeping room.
